6:01pm - Executive Session 


The Board of Selectmen will hold an Executive Session pursuant to Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 30A, Section 21, Paragraph 3; to discuss strategy with respect to collective 
bargaining or litigation if an open meeting may have a detrimental effect on the bargaining or 
litigating position of the public body and the chair so declares, and Paragraph 6; to consider 
the purchase, exchange, lease or value of real property, if the chair declares that an open 
meeting may have a detrimental effect on the negotiating position of the governmental body.

7:14pm - Open Session 

Chairman Tavares said they were returning from Executive Session and called the meeting 
back into Open Session. He then asked everyone to join him in the Pledge of Allegiance. 

Before the meeting began, Chairman Tavares recognized the passing of former Selectman 
Joe Gallitano. He said besides serving as a Selectman for the Town of Plymouth, Joe was an 
active member of the community and was elected and served as a Massachusetts State 
Representative. Chairman Tavares then asked everyone to join him in a moment of silence in 
honor of his passing. 


7:15pm — STM ARTICLE 2 — Obery Street Project 

Sid Kashi, Town Engineer, came up and introduced Rod Emery from Jacobs Engineering 
Group and asked him to come to the podium for questions. 


Chairman Tavares then read the letter from the School Committee which addressed some of 
their concerns with the roundabout on Obery Street at the Plymouth North High School 
entrance and parking lot. 
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Rod Emery replied by saying that he visited the area where the roundabout would be during 
school hours so he would be informed and familiar with their concerns. He said most of their 
concerns could be answered in the project plans. He said proper signage will be in place as 
well as delineated crosswalks. He then went over some statistics on car accidents and 
pedestrian accidents within a roundabout saying that fatality rates are much lower due to the 
lowered speeds in and around a roundabout. 

Vice Chainnan Provenzano asked what his fieldtrip consisted of and what he was able to 
observe, to which Mr. Emery said he got to see the circulation of traffic within the parking 
lot. He also noted that he didn’t see too much bus volume as most seem to exit out onto Nook 
Road in the afternoon. 

Selectman Mahoney asked Mr. Emery how long he has been working on this project and if 
he had an estimate as to how many man-hours have been put into it to date, to which he 
replied he said about 12 years totaling about 5000 hours. Mr. Emery added that he retired this 
past June but made the commitment to stay with this project through completion. 

Vice Chainnan Provenzano asked if it was troublesome having the entrance to both a school 
and a hospital at this particular location, to which Rod Emery said that it was more common 
than anyone would think to have a roundabout in a school or hospital zone. He said Obery 
Street is designed for traffic to move at 40mph and that this intersection is the perfect 
example of where a roundabout should go and that all traffic studies and statistics point to the 
increased safety with a roundabout. 

Selectman Joyce asked if during the planning of this project was there any waffling or going 
back and forth about placing this roundabout here, to which Mr. Emery said not at all, other 
than the addition of the second roundabout by the courthouse. Once the plans were set there 
were very few changes from the original concept. 

Vice Chainnan Provenzano asked how much tree cutting this project would entail, to which 
Mr. Emery said that was taken into consideration as there are several older trees in that area. 
He then assured everyone that any tree that gets cut down will be replaced with a new one. 

Chairman Tavares then asked if the public had any questions. 

Lee Hartmann, Planning Director, came up and talked about the funding for this project. He 
said the Metropolitan Planning Organization expends the funds but cautioned that if we don’t 
use them they will go back to the State and another community will use them, which would 
put this project back to the bottom of the list. 

Robert Spencer came up to the podium next saying that he went to the Obery Street 
intersection on October 21, 2017. He said he observed a crossing guard and that the buses 
had no problems going in and out of the parking lot. He said he parked across the street along 
with 45 students and he watched them walk through the parking lot and cross the street with 
no problems. He also noted that most of the buses exit onto Nook Road and felt the wool was 
being pulled over people’s eyes with this project. 

Chairman Tavares then said that the Board needs to make a decision and take a vote on this 
Special Town Meeting Article. 
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Selectman Mahoney said that we struggle to bring funds back to the community from the 
commonwealth. He said that this is the third out of three projects and if we pass on this the 
money is gone. He added that he does not want to see this money kicked around and end up 
being used by another community. He finished by saying this project makes sense to him and 
the safety of our community, and then offered to speak on the floor of Town Meeting. 

Vice Chainnan Provenzano said for the reasons of safety and the importance of this town and 
its economic development, he will support this project at Town Meeting. 

Chairman Tavares said that he echoes the comments of his colleagues and that safety is the 
issue with the school, hospital, courthouse and new apartment building in close proximity. 

He said he’s seen too many near-misses so he supports this project as well. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board voted to 
recommend Article 2 to the December 6, 2017 Special Town Meeting. Voted 5/0 


7:56pm - PLANNING Board - Joint Meeting 

Chairman Tavares welcomed the Planning Board, and then Ken Buechs called the Planning 
Board’s Meeting to order and thanked the Board of Selectmen for inviting them to meet. Mr. 
Buechs said he sent their Agenda to Chainnan Tavares so the Board should have an idea of 
what they would be talking about tonight. He said he would like to start with the Malcolm 
McGregor, Vice Chairman of the Planning Board. 

Malcolm McGregor began by saying he has two projects that he would like to discuss. The 
first would be a handicap trail from Jenny Pond to Morton Park. He said he met with 
Jonathan Beder and David Gould and discussed planning, and said their next meeting would 
be to talk about funding for this project. Mr. McGregor said this particular trail could lead to 
another project which would be a walking and biking trail from Braley Road and run about a 
mile to the Home Depot parking lot. He then asked if the Selectmen had questions on this. 

Selectman Joyce asked if they had engaged the Disabilities Commission on these plans, to 
which Mr. McGregor said not to this point but they plan on meeting with them soon. 

Selectman Cavacco asked if this has been presented to the residents in and around the area, to 
which Mr. McGregor said no but there were meetings planned so they could get input from 
the neighbors. 

Selectman Mahoney said that David Gould, Director of Marine and Environmental, has done 
an outstanding job over the past 10 years in regards to the 3 dam removal projects, and said 
he encourages the Planning Board to stay in touch with Mr. Gould. He added that if people 
will be using Jenny Pond and the wooden bridge then there is work to be done on that small 
body of water, dredging in particular, to which Mr. McGregor said that Mr. Gould seems 
excited about the project and will stay in touch with him through the entire project. 

Malcolm McGregor then went on to talk about his second project which would be the 
conversion of a portion two lots on Hedges Pond Road from residential to light industrial. He 
said we’d like to clean up the area and have about 300 acres of open space. 

Chairman Tavares said it appears both of these projects are in the early stages so are you just 
looking to see if it is feasible, to which Mr. McGregor said yes, but we are hoping to bring 
these to the 2018 Spring Town Meeting. 
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Vice Chairman Provenzano asked exactly how many acres would be converted to light 
industrial zoning, to which Malcolm McGregor referred the question to Lee Hartmann. 

Lee Hartmann came up saying there would be about 60 acres but that it wouldn’t be light 
industrial, but that they would create a hybrid to include a lighter industrial manufacturing 
zone. He said it would not be heavy industrial like anything with a truck terminal, but more 
of an office high-tech area. Mr. Hartmann went on to say they have the Articles set for Town 
Meeting but it will still be a challenge to get the ready as there are some environmental issues 
that need to be dealt with before presenting this idea. 

Selectman Cavacco asked where this was trail was located in regards to the Hedges Pond 
Recreational Area, to which Mr. McGregor said it would go from Cedarville to Hedges Pond 
by going under the bridge. 

Paul McAlduff, Planning Board members, spoke next saying he wanted to touch on 
residential sprinkler systems. He said he’s never seen residential growth like he recently seen 
in Plymouth. He listed Harbor Cove, Cherry Street, Registry of Deeds, and Ellis Curtain to 
name a few. He said we also have major developments like Pinehills and Redbrook, and 
future major developments like we’re going to see at Cordage Park. Having said that, Mr. 
McAlduff said on his wish-list for developers is residential sprinkler systems. He said two 
people recently died in a house fire in the North End of Boston without sprinkler systems. He 
said residential sprinkler systems save lives so we’re encouraging developers to install them 
during construction. Mr. McAlduff said that a few other things they’re encouraging 
contractor to do is add solar lighting over parking lots. It protects cars as well as provides 
reduced or free electricity. Lastly, Mr. McAlduff wanted to touch on retail development. He 
said Cranberry Crossing is doing well with the addition of the new Marshalls, and Colony 
Place continues to grow. He added that Home Depot is trying to attract an auto dealer, and 
The Grove at Exit 5 is trying to attract new business. 

Robert Bielen spoke next and wanted to talk about the New Town Hall. He said the move 
from 11 Lincoln Street to 26 Court Street saved the tax-payers a lot of expense which is 
great. Mr. Bielen then posed the question of where we go with the 11 Lincoln Street 
property. He said we need to look at the real estate value and the tax base value, saying there 
are several directions that we could go with this. He added that he feels there needs to be 
dialogue between the various Town committees. Mr. Bielen said he thinks that the School 
Department should stay where they are and we should put this property to the open market 
and that the tax-payers should be considered throughout the decision making process. 

Selectman Joyce said that she agreed 200% with Mr. Bielen. She said she met with Gary 
Maestas, Superintendent of Schools, and went through the building. It needs a lot of work 
and there was a lot of confusion as to where different departments would be. She also thinks 
the property should be put on the market and put onto the tax-roll. 

Selectman Mahoney said that the Water Bam on Long Pond Road has been a staging area for 
holding town materials and the Board needs to start talking about putting that property on the 
market as well. 

Selectman Cavacco said that it’s not just 11 Lincoln Street, but all of our surplus property 
needs to get back on the tax-roll. She also pointed out that she thinks the Town and the 
School Department are run like two separate entities and we need to stop doing that, adding 
that we are one Town. 
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Tim Grandy of the Planning Board spoke next and wanted to preface his remarks by thanking 
the Board for inviting them out tonight. He said he agreed with his fellow members in 
regards to handicap trails, 11 Lincoln Street as well as other comments made. He said his 
only issue with the handicap trails is if we create them will we have to create them and make 
all parks handicap accessible. Mr. Grandy added that protecting the aquifer is one of the most 
important things we can offer our residents. We need to protect all water sources when 
considering development. Mr. Grandy also said we need to focus on the benefits we gain 
through the improvement of our roads, whether they be accepted or unaccepted and that we 
should utilize Chapter 90 funding that’s available to us. He then talked about Chapter 40B 
housing, saying we need to have more discussions regarding this, especially with our 
legislative branch. And lastly he mentioned the downtown waterfront improvements saying 
they benefit all of the residents of Plymouth and we should keep doing this and planning for 
the future. 

Vice Chainnan Provenzano said yes, things like the 1000 acres are great opportunities but 
can take years, even decades, to come to fruition. He said in the long run we need to talk 
about creating jobs in Plymouth as well as housing to bring these working folks into town 
and have a place to live. There’s a lot of long-range thinking and planning to be done here. 

Chairman Tavares said that when he was putting together the Agenda the biggest concern 
was how to discuss workforce housing with the Planning Board. He said we are starting to 
exclude young families from purchasing homes in Plymouth. Chairman Tavares then said at 
a future joint meeting with the Planning Board we should look at how we become more of a 
welcoming community and not just look at the upper class workers. 

Ken Buechs, Chainnan of the Planning Board, addressed Chairman Tavares’ concerns by 
asking the Board of Selectmen to unite with the Planning Board on a common cause. He said 
he talked with Matt Muratore about 12 months ago and they want to work with the State 
House and State Delegation to make the affordable designation more consistent with what 
Plymouth’s average income is. Mr. Buechs said on the State level it is set at $150,000 which 
may work in Boston, but not in Plymouth. He said he’d like to work to change the 
classifications and make them fit the average income in each community, as affordable 
housing is very different from town to town. He finished by saying Matt is on board and he 
would like the assistance of the Board of Selectmen. 

Chairman Tavares said he likes that idea and we will gladly support you on these efforts. He 
went on to say that in the mid-range homes we seem to be fine, but it’s the affordable 
housing we need to address. He said the market is constantly shifting and it’s nice to hear 
your Board has similar goals and ideas. 

Selectman Mahoney thanked the Planning Board for coming in tonight. He went on to say 
the notion that 40B provides anyone with affordable housing is just crazy. There’s a lot of 
red-tape to go through in that process. Another point he made was that we don’t do water and 
we don’t do roads. Anyone that drives in Plymouth knows this is a fact. Rather than borrow 
money to fix roads we should build up the excise tax funds and be stringent with using those 
funds for roads. Also, do we mitigate risk and redundancy in our water and well systems, the 
answer is no. Mr. Mahoney said if we want to grow we need to address these issues 
immediately. Paul McAlduff talked about residential development, but it will all mean 
nothing if we can’t provide developments with water. 
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Selectman Joyce said that she has concerns over an article that she read in the Old Colony 
Memorial by Rick Veyo expressing his frustration with the Plymouth Growth and 
Development Corporation (PGDC) regarding a development project in Plymouth. She asked 
if the Selectmen and Planning Board could meet and discuss this Governor Bradford project. 
She said the PGDC has planted their feet into the ground and we need more tax revenue 
brought into town. 

Chairman Tavares thanked the Planning Board for coming in to meet tonight and said they 
would like to plan another meeting in February. 


8:42PM - STM ARTICLE 1 — Water Street Promenade 

Chairman Tavares announced that they received word in the last 24 hours that the Town will 
not meet the 20% requirement for the Water Street Promenade project. He said this project 
will not happen at this time and said that he recommends no motion no action and come back 
and look at this project at some point down the road. 

Vice Chainnan Provenzano said that even though it appears we will not make the 20% 
commitment, the permits are in place and will talk to Jonathan Beder, DPW Director, to see 
if those can be extended. He went on to say he does not recommend plunging head first with 
the $8,000,000 bids, but to come back in a couple of years and re-apply for those grants. This 
break will allow us to address other pressing issues like the sewer repair project. 

Selectman Mahoney asked that if the Board supports a no motion no action, will the 
presentation still be made on Town Meeting floor, to which Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, 
said it depends on the Finance Committee’s recommendations. 

Chairman Tavares said that depending on what this Board decided, we will inform the 
Finance Committee right away. He also said that he and Mr. Provenzano have had many 
conversations with state and town officials and this is a very strong recommendation that we 
will be making tonight. 

Selectman Mahoney said that Water Street looks phenomenal and gave his compliments to 
the DPW Director. He also said that he met with a Water Street restaurant owner who had no 
problem with the meals tax passing. We also talked about if his establishment had the ability 
to gather zip code information from credit card users to see what percentage of patrons are 
from Plymouth and what percentage are from out of town. Selectman Mahoney also said he’s 
been asked several times if we could use funds from the meals tax for the Promenade project. 
He said we can’t do that for two reasons; one there is a sunset clause in place with the meals 
tax, and the second is that the meals tax is not more than the current Town Hall mortgage. He 
said right now all of the meals tax funds are going toward the debt on the Town Hall. He said 
if the meals tax were to be raised above the debt level then maybe something could be done. 
Selectman Provenzano said we have a lot of projects that need to be done in the next 50 
years, and we don’t have to raise property taxes to work on infrastructure. He finished by 
saying he thinks we should revisit the Water Street Promenade at a letter date. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board voted not 
to recommend and take No Motion No Action on STM Article 1 at the December 6, 2017 
Special Town Meeting. Voted 5/0 
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8:53pm - Open Meeting Law 

Chairman Tavares wanted to mention that we have discussed this before but wanted to 
reiterate that moving forward, when we have and Executive Session, we will open the Open 
Session Meeting prior, in the room that we will be holding the Open Session in and leave to 
enter Executive Session. He stated that this is in compliance with the Open Meeting Laws. 


8:55pm - Public Comment 

Robert Spencer came up and wanted to talk about the Old Town Hall. He said he agreed with 
the Planning Board, we can’t keep maintaining that building because it’s costing the Town a 
lot of money. He said we should sell it and put it back on the tax roll and help the tax payers. 

Kevin Lynch came up and passed out a formal letter requesting the Board’s detailed 
explanation for the need to call a Special Town Meeting. He asked them to consider this 
because there are Town Meeting Members that are befuddled over this, especially after we 
followed proper procedures. Yes, a few members said their votes weren’t counted, but we 
still followed the proper procedures so I don’t see the need to call another Town Meeting. 

Mr. Lynch asked, again, for the Board to provide a letter explaining why the Board over-rode 
the proper procedures taken at Town Meeting. The Selectmen should not interfere with Town 
Meeting Governance unless something was unlawful. 


9:01pm - Town Manager’s Report 

Long Beach - 354 Ryder Way 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, began her report by talking about 354 Ryder Way which is 
property out on Long Beach. She said all of the doors and windows have been boarded up. 
Division of Marine and Environmental will be removing any hazardous materials such as 
waste, shingles, oil, gasoline, old generators, etc. She also said we will be evaluating the 
building and assessing any hazardous materials such as asbestos before demolition. 

Dennis Westgate - Assistant DPW Director 

Ms. Arrighi then wanted to mention that Dennis Westgate, Assistant DPW Director, will be 
leaving us as of December 15, 2017. She said Mr. Westgate has been with the Town of 
Plymouth for 7 14 years and will be sorely missed. Ms. Arrighi said that we will need to 
secure his services to come back and train the new Lacility Manager on certain aspects of the 
New Town Hall building and she has every reason to believe that Dennis will agree to do it. 

Energy Savings 

Melissa Arrighi talked about the Electrical Aggregation Program recently launched in 
Plymouth. She said it received a lot of negative feedback because it was an opt-out program. 
However, she is happy to report that the average saving from January 2018 to June 2018 will 
be $101 per household. She said she would once again like to thank Patrick Larah in the 
Planning Department as well as the Energy Committee for their work on this project. 
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Town Hall - 26 Court Street 

Ms. Arrighi said that she wanted to update the Board on the New Town Hall. She said 
everyone is really proud of this building, and the staff is thrilled to be here. She also said the 
public has responded well to the meeting rooms and some of the assets but that there are 
different rules for this building and the different rules come with reasons. We saw 
carelessness and damage at 11 Lincoln Street in the meeting rooms with people bringing in 
food and drinks. So we have put stricter rules in place for this building, and new rules can be 
met with resistance. I know there are Committees and Boards that are not happy with not 
having access to this building after hours. Ms. Arrighi said that security had become lax at 11 
Lincoln Street and there were times where the building was not properly secured after 10 
o’clock at night and that just can’t happen with this new building. She went on to say that 
when she did get so many complaints she decided to go to both the Police Chief and Fire 
Chief. Ms. Arrighi said they were both emphatic that due to our location, the size of the 
building, the level of security needed, the responsibility, and the potential consequences of 
any threat, they highly recommended that we do not allow access after-hours to anyone but 
maintenance personnel and public safety officers. 

Sewer Update 

Lastly, Melissa Arrighi wanted to let everyone know that the new force main piping is 
complete and we are trying to schedule the paving of Westerly Road and Alden Street. The 
restoration work is currently scheduled to commence on Monday the 27 th of November and 
will consist of reclaiming Alden Street between Standish Avenue and Westerly Road, and 
Westerly Road between Alden Street and Samoset Street. She added that it is anticipated that 
the road reclamation and new binder applications will be completed by December 15, 2017 
and that the final restoration including sidewalks on Westerly Road and final driveway 
aprons will be completed in the spring of 2018. We also will be paving Westerly Road from 
Alden Street to Liberty Street next spring. 

Selectman Mahoney asked if the sewer repairs would be completed by spring for certain, 
then asked if we could start looking at final numbers for the sewer repair in January or 
February, to which the Town Manager said we’ve been talking about that at the Department 
Head Meetings and your Joint Meeting on the Budget is January 9 th so we hope to have the 
information to you during the first week of January. 

Selectman Joyce wanted to personally thank Dennis Westgate for all of his hard work over 
the past 7 !4 years. She said she had asked him several questions and his responses were 
quick and detailed. She said she is happy for him in terms of his professional career but 
added that he will be sorely missed here in Plymouth.

The Board will further authorize Chainnan 
Tavares to sign (3) letters to be sent to Senator Warren, Senator Markey, and Representative 
Keating asking for their support with this legislation. 
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On a motion by John Mahoney and seconded by Anthony Provenzano Jr, the Board voted to 
establish a Gift Account for a donation from the PGDC in the amount of $37,490 for the 
installation of Solar Lighting in our Parking Lot near the 1620 Hotel. They will further vote 
to authorize the Town Manager and Assistant Town Manager to expend funds from this Gift 
Account for the project.
